Ail  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  nam  d  as 
Lessee,  but  ail  other  provisions  (including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1 .  in  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  In  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  fol  Jwing 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

in  the  County  of  TARRANT,  State  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.314  grass  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acqi  -e  by 
reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydroc  irbon 
substances  produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).

2.  This  lease,  which  is  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  three  (3)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and  for  ai  long 
thereafter  as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  le  se  is 
otherwise  maintained  in  effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  iquid 
hydrocarbons  separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall  be  twenty-five  percent  (25.00%)  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  op  on  to
